1 Certify, That I am acquainted with the practice of the Court of Exchequer, for the 
last twenty-six years, so far as relates to the swearing Sheriffs and Sub-sheriffs into office, 
and that during all that time the practice has been to fix one attendance for swearing into 
office the High-sheriff and Sub-sheriff, and to charge on such occasions only one Fee, as if 
one Officer only had been sworn; but if, as it sometimes (but rarely) happens, the' Sub- 
sheriff declines attending, it has been usual, during this time, to collect a Fee as if he did 
attend, and to charge him with a further Fee when he comes to be sworn ; but this latter 
Fee has been often remitted where the Sub-sheriff makes a reasonable excuse for not 
attending in the first instance : And I certify, that it is part of my duty to administer these 
oaths, and to pay the Baron’s Fee on those occasions : I further certify, that during my 
experience the Fee paid to the Chief Baron on taking Sheriff’s Recognizance has been one 
pound nine shillings and two pence.
